I needed a good 
mix of storage and work surface areas and wanted 
an island to bring together a large open-plan space.” 
Jenny: “I was asked to create a simple, classic, 
contemporary, bespoke kitchen in a style that 
suited Victorian living.” 

Why did you choose this company? 

Emma: “I had seen Devol adverts in a few magazines 
and loved the simple look of their kitchens. I visited 
their showroom in Loughborough, a gorgeous 
converted mill full of beautiful kitchens, carefully 
curated accessories and lovely antique finds.” 

What were your must-haves? 

Emma: “I had been using a tiny, ancient cooker 
with no grill or extractor fan for about 10 years 
and as a keen cook, I felt I’d done my time and 
could splash out on a really good cooker. I wanted 
to have a Mercury range cooker as I’d fallen in love 
with their beautiful colour range. The other must- 
have feature for me was Carrara marble to give the 
whole space a light and pretty feel and complement 
the pinky truffle colour of the range cooker.” 
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Were there any challenges? 

Jenny: “The main challenge was to keep the design 
pared down and simple while discreetly integrating 
appliances, fridges, freezers and wine storage.”

IN THE NIGHT 

The introduction of a stunning white minimal wetroom 
into a traditional 15th- century timber- framed Sussex 
hall house was a challenge of design and engineering 
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THE oumers 

Craig and Sally Rogers wanted to 
completely update their historic detached 
15th-century Sussex hall house. Despite 
the ancient beams and crooked windows 
of their rural home, they wanted to create 
an ensuite wetroom with a bright, white 
minimal look in their attic bedroom.

nowing they would need expert fabrication to 
cope with the difficulties of their period home, 
the Rogers enlisted the help of Chris Cook, 
director of Solidity, to create a bespoke Alpine 
white Hi-Macs wetroom in their attic bedroom. 

“Our mantra is ‘smart but functional’ which was 
exactly what the owner wanted,” says Chris, “clean, 
simple lines and totally unfussy. The bathroom is 
very minimalist; the client wanted a modern, linear 
vanity, with minimal waste and some storage as well.” 

The spacious wetroom occupies one end of the large, 
timber-framed attic bedroom, which wasn’t without 
its challenges. “The ancient beams and old windows 
were the main issues we had to address,” says Chris. 
“And as the home is an old structure there is a lot of 
movement, which meant we needed a hard material 
that can flex - that is why we chose Hi-Macs.” The 
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material was used to create the shelving and storage, 
vanity unit and basin and the wall and floor cladding. 

As well as the challenges of fitting a wetroom into 
an old building, incorporating storage into an 
environment full of cascading water also brings 
its problems. “As the drawers in the storage area 
have the potential to get wet, we stepped the 
fronts, so that when they are closed, if water 
does come into contact with them, it doesn’t run 
down into the drawer below,” explains Chris. 

The shower is in the middle of the wetroom space 
so there was no obvious place to put the controls, 
meaning that the high-tech solution of an Aqualisa 
iLux digital shower with wireless remote control was 
used, in conjunction with a generous Hansgrohe 
shower head. “It’s lovely,” says Chris. “We hit the 
brief and the customer is totally delighted.”

rchitect Patrick Meisch likes to take his inspiration 
from the local surroundings, which in the case of this 
eco-friendly home in the Ardennes area of Belgium, 
could only mean the trees. “Extensive coniferous 
forests are characteristic of this region,” he says. 

“The solidly built Passive house, close to Martelange, 
echoes this material within its facade, thus creating 
a strong connection with the landscape. The Leicht 
kitchen, too, reflects the architectural concept with 
its straight lines, functionality and minimalism.” 

The kitchen is part of a free-flowing space that 
takes up the ground floor of the home. It is 
visually linked to the dining room and living 
area through the use of black slate flooring and 
concrete ceilings, with the space divided only by 
freestanding partitions. “Handleless tall units with 
integrated electrical appliances behind the glossy 
lacquered fronts form a closed wall, separating the 



kitchen from the dining area,” explains Meisch. “An 
elongated island block with a white Corian worktop 
provides the central feature, while everything 
that could disturb the tranquillity and flow of 
the room has a place behind handleless cupboard 
fronts. The ceiling fan keeps the view clear.” 

The whole kitchen has been designed around a 
minimalist ethos, so concealment of the everyday 
clutter of a working kitchen is a key feature of the 
Leicht cabinetry. While not in use, the appliances are 
hidden away in the tall units, but the doors open up 
and fold away into the units when you touch a plinth- 
level control with your foot, ideal if you have your 
hands full with a heavy casserole. In the base units, 
pull-out storage offers a huge amount of space for pots 
and pans, crockery and ingredients. “The integrated 
interior pull-outs are very easy to handle,” says Meisch, 
“and present a continuous front to the outside.”
